“The view of the Judicial Commit- 
tee docs not appear to differ mater- 
Sally from that of the Court of 
King’s Bench, excepting as to the ef- 
fect to be given to Section 119. The 
Judicial Committeo appearn to hold 
that this section limits and governs 
the extra provincial effect of the oth- 
er sections of the act, that when we 
find something apparently prohibited 
by the act, which is beyond the pow- 
er of provincial timitation. we must 
read that prohibition out of the act 
by reason of the construction to be 
placed upon Section 119. In other 
words, the Court of King’s Bench, 
under the construction placed upon 
Scction 119, thought the act had an 
extra provincial eficct and was there- 
fore ultra vires. The Judicial Com- 
mittec, placing a different construc- 
tion on Section 119, is of the opin~ 
jon that the act cannot affect inter~ 
provincial transactions, but is limit- 
ed strictly to transactions within 
the province, and is, therefore, with- 
in the power of the Provincial Legis- 
lature.

They do these things without any hope 
of reward. They do jt Just for the satis- 
faction of doing it. They do it out of 
pure lore for the boat. If the boat hap- 
pens to be a good speeder, she becomes 
the Idol of the negroes along the river and 
In the territory where she rans, and real- 
ly the rousters take more pride In the 
ficetness of the boat than the owners and 
would’ probably fight quicker if any man

SEARCHING FOR OIL. 


PERSEVERANCE OF THE MAN WHO 
SET TO WORK TO FIND IT. 








Edward L. Drake and His Firat Well 
In yivania—Redeceé st One 
Time hy His Experimenta to Abso- 
Jute Poverty. 


Edward L. Drake was a man of one 
Idea, but he managed to use It to such 
advantage that be added $2,000,000,000 
to the industrial wealth of the United 
States. He was the man who drilled the 
frst oll well in Pennsylvania. A band- 
some tomb In Woodlawn cemetery in Ti- 
tuarille Is the final resting place of the 
remains of Colonel Drake, 

The actual story of the first ofl well 
bas newt, In my oplnicn, been told. 

Fragments of the truth hare been giv- 
en, with additions of more or less roman- 
tle error, and’ there have been many sto- 
Hea publisbed which have been entirely 
false. I have endeavored fn this article 
to relate only facts which can be rouched 
for, and In the task of dissing them up [ 
am indebted to J. A. Mather and M. N. 
Allen of Titusville for much valuable as 
sistance. 

One bright spring morning in the year 
1857 a tall. dark bearded man, wearing 
the uniform of a railway conductor ap- 
peared at the office of Eveleth & Hissell 
w Haven and purchased 200 shares 
of stock In a newly organized company 
baring for Its object the gathering and 
sale of ol] in western Pennsylrania, 
Along the banks of Oil creek crude pe 
troleum had been found, and the excite- 
ment was still high when the New Haven 
capitalists organized their cgmpany. 

Mock oil, or coal oll, as it is sometimes 
erroneously called, was obtained from 
natural aprings or from broad trenches 
dag In oll bearing soll. These trenches 
were from four to six feet deep and were 
allowed to fill with oll and water that 
oozed from the soll. The oil, being lighter 
than the water, rose to the top and was 
absorbed In woolen blankets especially 
made for the purpose, # practice borrow- 
ed from the Indians, who bad long used 
petroleum as a liniment. Another proc 
es3 was known ax “dipping.” The oll and 
water were dipped from trenches Into 
tubs, and when gravity bad separated 
the two liquids the oll was skimmed of 
or else the water was drawn by meana of 
a vent In the bottom o? the tub. 

Mr. Drake belleve.! that if he could 
pierce the rock stratum that lay below 
the nol! of the company's land oil would 
gosh forth He was firmly convinced 
that a subterranean lake of olf existed 
Deneath the rockbed. 

His conviction was based on stody, Ge- 
ological formations had ever proved fas 
cinating to him, and he bad spent moch 
of bis spare time when # farmer's helper 
fo pursuing this line of inquiry, He was 
lacking Io scientific traloing only. 

Convincing the officers of the new oil 
company that there was “something” {n 
his plan of boring for oll, be went to the 
district supplied with $1,000 for experi- 











ments. 
He ordered @ steam engine and after 
much difficulty secured the services of an 
experienced salt well driller, The arrival 
! of the engine was long delayed, and after 
| waiting for several weeks the driller, be- 
Hering that the colonel was a scer of 
visions, refused to hare anything to do 
with the enterprise. Thus the summer 
wore away witbout any new derelop- 
ments. The company lost faith In Drake 
apd his idea and refused to advance any 
more.money, 
Titustille people had begun to believe 
that Drake was a monomaniae. He 
| seemed to Lre on his one idea. Boys In 
| the street feered him and men tapped 
thelr foreheads with their fingers as he 


| 

| passed, 

| Early In the winter bis money gare out, 
| and credit was refused him at the village 
| shops, Ee faced absolute porerty and 
| barely supported his family by doing odd 
| Jobs. He kept a strong beart, bowever, 
| and bis faith in the final outeome of bis 
| project remained unshaken. 

| Early in the spring of 1859 he succeed- 
ed In contincing two friends, IL D. 
Fleteber and Peter, Wilson of Titusville, 
of the soundness of his idea, and they 
| provided him with sufficient capital to re 
| new bis experiment. 

| He secured the sertices of William 
i Smith and his two sons of Tarentum, 
| who were practicn! salt well drillers, 
| They brought with them @ complete out- 
| Gt of tools, 

| _ The soil along the banks of Oil ereek 
} Was porons and water soaked, nod as fast 
ax the hole was made the soll crumbled, 
apd the well Glled with mud. No prog- 
ress could be made, Althourh work was 
at @ standstill for a number of days, 
Drake's logenulty soon ahowrd Itself, and 
after many costly experiments be tnally 
bit upon o plan to orercoine the dificulty. 
He secured cast Iron pipes six inches lo 
diameter and endearored to drive them 
Into the ground. The plpex, being too 
light, were soon shattered by blows from 
a battering ram which he derised. There 
wax nnotber rexatious delay, and finally 


of ten feet. These were readily dnveo 
into the soft earth, onw pipr on top of au- 
other, wotll they came Ip contact with the 
reck. Drake bad solved the problem, 

On Thursday, Aug. 25, the drill beran 
to pound through fu rock, apd on the 
| following Saturday It found ay into 
| a crevice in the stratum, @ tools 
were withdrawn. Tadic on the bit 
showed the presence of oll, but the well 
| Wan not a “puaber.” as Drake expected, 
| Though disappointed, be waited a couple 
} of hours for the well to Gow. It was only 
sisty-olpe feet deep. He Intended to drill 
deeper, Smith lived in a shanty not far 
from tbe well, and early Sunday morn- 
| Jog he went on an errand to the tool- 
| house, near the derrick, when he bebeld a 
| sight that brought joy to bis heart, The

over tbe piping of the well, saturating 
the Goor of the derrick aod soaking Into 
j the ground. Crude petroleum. was worth

Cae advantage in closed end frames 
is that a hive tull of combs may be 
baodlel Ay though It were a alngle 
plece nstend of a collection of loose 
pleces, thus savlug work, worry and 
time, . 

If the bees cnnnot conreniently enter 
the hives during the sudden changes of 
cool weather, quite a number will be 
fost: hence cure sould be taken to 
have the entrauces arranged so that the 
bees cau enter 6 ty.

sure that the road is safo for his 
; Master’s carriage horses to treatl 
upon. Te must have all his eyes 
for the front, and, to ensure the 
same virtue in his horse, the wink- 

ers have been worn from time im- 
memorial to shut out the view | of 
any distraction on the side. 

The business of the postillon is 
different. Me followa his outriding 
leader; he sits on the near side horse 
that he may cover tho off side horse 
easily on his right with his whip 
hand. The *‘footinen”’ sitting in the 
rumble at the buck of the carriage 
were originally what their name sig- 
nifics — runners on foot by the aide 
of the carringe and of the team, 
ready to scize a bridle rein in emer- 
gency, or to attend on a carriage 
doorstep. In the pictures of London 
royal processions they may be seen 
thus on foot, with a leading rein to 
each horse. In many London car- 
riages they have no seat, but stand 
up behind, catching hold of a strap, 
and holding a long white wand like 
a billiard cue, whereof the original 
purpose was to assist them on foot, 
and to help them to mount or dis- 
mount as the carriage was moving. 

Thelr hair was powdered—a rare 
thing here, but a custom almost uni- 
versal in London, and dear to 
Thackeray's Jeames Yellowplusb. It 
ia a survival of the days when, a 
hundred years ago, everybody word 
a wig, ax the outriders still actually 
do, and as many London coachmen 
stilt do, It §6 merely old-fashioned, 
every-day dress, such as survives 
still in the conservative traditions 
of clerical costume, academic dress, 
heraldic uniform and the wig © and 
gown of barristers and judges. 

Lastly, the popular attention has 
been busy on the stecl cuirass and 
plumed helmets of the Duke's equer- 
ties, riding close and careful on 
guard, with drawn swords, at his 
side. The other functionaries of 
the equipage havo been concernod 
with @ safe, straight road. But the 
equerries are the Duke's personal 
DSody © guard. Their eyea are open 
wide and vigilant against any dan 
ger at the side — “a wall onto him 
on his right hand and on his left.’$ 
Their title, high honor as it now is, 
was derived originally from the sta- 
ble (ecuric), and they are the chief 
officers of the Master of the Horse, 
the third great court officer of the 
English Crown, who has charge: of 
the royal horses, carriages and out- 
door progresses of royalty. The ap- 
Pointment is always conferred on 
gentlemen of the highest station. 
When the late Queen Victoria made 
her Ist great progress to St. 
Paul's, her son, the present King 
Edward VITI., and her cousin, the 
aged Duke of Cambridge, were the 
two exalted subjects who performed 
this high and privileged duty. Lord

A GREAT CITY MOVED 


REV. OR. THOMAS’ FIRST TWENTIETH 
YEAR SERMON. 








‘The Zvects Contained im the Visit of the 
Dake of Corawall aad York aad Dechess 


te Terente Call Forth an leterestiag 
Kalegiem — Qualities ef Greatnem— 
Principles to Mespect — Undivided 
Memage 


Rev. Dr. Thomas entered on his 
twentieth year as pastor of the Jar- 
vie stevet Daptist Church, Torontu, 
on Sunday. A large number of peo- 
plo were turned away in the even- 
ing. the large edifice being :rawaed 
to the doors. The preacher souk 
for his subject: ‘A Great City 
Moved.” His text was taken trom 
Acts xxi., 30. “‘And all the city 
was moved."" 

Dr. Thomas sald at the outset that 
he used the text purely by way of 
accommodation to the circumstances 
af the hour. The words expressed a 
fact which the celebrations of the 
last few days had most completely 
demonstrated. It is doubtful? sald 
he, ‘whether such a display of pa- 
triotic enthusiasm could find ex- 
pression in any other land. Toron- 
to has certainly not fallen behind’any 
of the great citics of the Empire in 
the magnificence of the reception 
given to the representatives of the 
British Crown. The man who is 
destined, if be lives, to occupy a po- 
sition so exalted is certainly worth 
seeing and honoring, and, apart from 


any other consideration, thero would 


de sufficient to awaken the most in- 
tense interest. A throne which 
wields its sceptre over territorics so 
vast and over peoplea so intelligent 
a throne which is so commanding 
In ‘Its influence that all the great and 
mighty of the earth look up to it, a 
throne which is lifted abovo all oth- 
er thrones in the majesty of its 
Power, a throne which owes ite‘sta> 
bility not to the ferce of arms, but 
to the loynity and affection of a 
free people, a throne which has been 
endeared to every British subject the 
world over by the {llustriqus reign 
of a universally beloved Queen. The 
man who is in the succession for the 
occupancy «of such a throne must 
stand out in!the popular imagina- 
tion as a most unique and charmful 
personality. 

“Prince George haa appealed to 
the popular ination as repre- 
senting those principles that have 
made the country and the Empire 
gteat and influential. It is not ter 
ritory that makes a country great. 
It is not mountains and valleys, for- 
esta and prairies, fortified cities and 
treasures of gold and silver that 
make a nation strong. It fa rather 
the quality of its Ife, the purity of 
ita ideals, the moral value of its 


principles. What would the na 
onal Ife of England be without 
these’ 


? 

“Patriotism is loyalty to an ideal. 
The great Empire over which Ed- 
ward ‘VII. reigns stands for just 
lawa, for freedom of thought, and, 
as far as Canada {s concerned, for 
religious equality. If these great 
principles were not respected and 
upheld, we would not be loyal. If 
the King proved recreant to the com 
stitution by which our rights and 
privilegea are conserved, then we 
would prove recreant to him. ‘True 
Patriotism has regard to principles, 
not men. 

“In a representative Government 
like that of England, the King 
stands for the noblest and best life 
of the people as it has been crystal- 
ized in principles of administration, 
laws, in statexsmanlike 
and beneficient ideals and in a high- 
ly developed national character. The 
throne ta which I yield allegiance 
must represent the principlea which 
command my respect and homage. 
There have been times in English 
history when the best patiotism of 
the land held the throne in abhor 
rence. *Cromwell was as true a pa- 
triot as the centuries produced. The 
Pilgrim Fathera were patriots who 
would have willingly dicd to save 
thelr country from despotism and 
degradation. Our forefathers in the 
faith, against whom the malodictions 
of the throne were freely hurled, 
were patriots. Patriotism rightly 
so-called is devotion to an {deal in 
which tho principles of righteousness, 
justico and equality are embodied. 
When those who assume to represent 
that Ideal prove recreant to thelr 
trust, loyalty Is a thing impossible. 

“The British throne commands the 
undivided and enthusiastic homage 
of the peoples of many lands. Queen 
Victoria wan loved for her many 
virtues, as well as for the absolute 
constitutionality of her administra- 
tion. Edward VIT. has been intro- 
duced Into a heritage of power and 
influence which no other living man 
has enjoyed, and he promises to use 
them in such a way as to command 
tho confidence and affection of his 
subjects.- The reception which the 
Twke and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York have received In this and oth- 
er lands hos had in it all the eclat 
and magnificence of a triumphial 
procession. ‘There certainly han been 
no Waning of the popular Interest In 
constitutional monarchy, and there 
will not be.as long as the throne is 
occupled by men who represent the 
people's highest Ideals and lofticst 
asplrations.”* 





Wher to Water Norses.

EMMA GOLDMAN, “QUEEN OF THE 
ANARCHISTS" 





According te Cocleees, She med 
Hie Mind Against Law and Order, 
Persozally «ulet, bet Publicly a 
Disturber—Her Checkered Fast. 


Emma Goldmas, to whom the murder 

ous assailant of Preaident McKinley bas 
attributed his incitement to the awful 
crime, bas appeared before the public 
many times as a firebrand. From coe 
end of the United States to another, 
wherever the anarchistic fraternity rears 
its dangerous head, she is known as “the 
queen of the reds,” {o strange disregard 
of the fact that she and her associates 
are opposed to all rulers, 
* As anusual and interesting personality 
ia that of Emma Goldman. She ie an en- 
arckist, an avowed enemy of law and 
order, and. giecies Im the fact, yet about 
her Is no personal suggestion of violence. 
Her speeches are incendiary ia tone and 
significance, and, judging by her other 
utterances, it is not strange that one of 
her recent speeches should Inflame the 
brain of Coolgosz, Nevertheless her ear- 
nest contention when interviewed is that 
she has never propagated violence, Bhe 
contends steadfastly and witbout emotion 
that she te only an advocate of “liberty” 
for the ladlvidual. 

Her explanation of ber pecullar theory 
and personal attitude toward such men 
aa Czolgoss is Interesting if not coarinc 
ing. “I bave never propagated violence,” 
says “the little Grebrand." “Where rio- 
Jence comes with anarchy It Is a result of 
the conditions, not of anarchy, There is 
ignorance, cruelty, starvation, poverty, 
saffering, and some victim grows tired of 
waiting. Hie believes a decisive blow 
will call public attention to the wrongs 
ot bis country aod may hasten the rem- 
edy. If a man came to me and told me 
be was planning an assassination, I 
would think him as utter fool and refuse 
to pay any attention to him. 

“1 boner him for the spirit that 
prompts him. It fs po small thing for a 
man to be willing to lay down his life for 
the cause of humanity, The act Is noble, 
dat it is mistakes, No, 1 bare never ad- 
vocated violence, bat neither do I con 
@ema the anarchist who resorts to it 
Perhape under the same condition £ 
would have done the seme.” 

Emma Goldman ix 1 short, felrly well 
built woman about 1.irty-three years of 
age. Although she ls generally knowa 
by ber maiden name, abe bas been mar 
ried, bot separated from her husband for

a pumber of years. She Ia not unpreper 
sessing in appearance, though aay de 
ecription of ber as handsome or beautiful 
would be far from the truth Her face is 
quiet, reposeful, with determined mouth 
and chin. From ber Jow, broad forebead 
the brown balr is bruabed smoothly back, 
mod from underneath sharply marked 
eyebrows a pair of earnest gray eyes look 
directly at ber Joterrogator. Intelligence 
and earnestness are the dominant ez- 
pressions of ber features, 

Bhe is a Hussian by birth and says 
with some show of pride that abe le 
*Rasslan through and through.” Most 
of her life, however, has been passed 
away from ber native country, Miss 
Goldman's: family are respectable, quiet 
folk, residing Im Rochester, N. Y¥. and 
her revolutionary tendencies are not fa- 
herited, She was educated In Germany, 
bot returned to Russia before coming to 
America. She came bere about serenteen 
years ago and sloce then has been active: 
ly engaged In anarchistic propaganda. 
Bhe says that she was an anarchist be 
fore ber arrival in the United States. 

Miss Goldman worked in a New York 
factory for a time, preaching anarchy in 
ber leisure moments, In 1803 came one 
of the great events of her life. She was 
arrested and tried on # charge of Jocit- 
ing to riot. Conviction aud sentence fob 
lowed, and for a year Blackwell's Island, 
New York, held the most dangerous wo- 
man agitator of America. lioprisonment 
brought about for a time some slight 
Modification of her openly expressed 
views, though It apparently did not curb 
her spirit. She Is now, as abe has alwars 
deen, one of the Inxidious anarchists who, 


while aot committing violence them | 
selves, have tremendous Influence Ip Ios | 
flaming the minds of those disposed to |

ed the anarchists’ congress In Paris, she 
sayn, although It Is alleged by the police 
of Europe that no such meetiag erer took 
place. It seems, however, that Miss Gold- 
man aod European anarchism are out of 
touch, for she soon returned to America, 
Since then she bas been lecturiog for 
the good of the cause. It was one of her 
lectures, delivered In Cleveland, that {o- 
spired Czolgosz with the Idea of assas- 
sinating the president. 

“A bumao rat, dwelling In a cesspool 
of life, and yet one of the most potent 
factors for evil existing In the city, abe Is 
at once the oracle and priestess of Its 
most dangerous element and menaces all 
worthy interests so long as ber vicious 
tongue fs left free to preach the gospel 
of-anarchy and death.”

THE CEMETERY AT MALACCA, 


Where Panang Malays Sleep Well 
“After Life’s Vitfal Fever.” 

The 3. is that vast native ceme 
tery in w! it is the desire of every F'a- 
pang Malay to find bis last resting place. 
It covers many acres of ground, and the 
little nesan, or headstoges, rise erery- 
where through the rank > growths that 
cover the fruitful soll. A few trees stand 
bere and there—trees with thick, fat 
Ieares, soft and flabby to the touch, of 
the kind called “spoons” by the Malays 
because their shape fs not unlike that of 
a flat rice ladle, ~ 

Occasionally the grave of a rajah, a no 
ble or a man of wealth is marked by a 
headstone upon which some plous words 
of Arable Invocation have’ been rudely 
carved, some others are squared roughly, 
but for the most part the grares bare no 
other ornament than a round plece of 
water worn granite protruding only a few 
Inches above the surface of the ground or 
a rudely carved wooden peg leaning cre- 
ally to one side, Two or three of the 
graves have tumble down erections boilt 
over them by the piety of the surviving 
telatives of him who les beneath. Their 
devotion, however, has pot been equal to 
the task of keeping their work In repair, 
and the decaying uprights and cross- 
pieces have the appearance of a pile of 
sprlicans. 

Traces may be noted In other parts of 
the cemetery of spasmodic attempts to 
fence In some of the graves, but ibese 
have tong been abandoned as Utopian. 
On one rajah's grave may be seen a huge 
Iron four posted bedstead which oriental 
wisdom, doubtless after long and anxious 
discassion, has at length devoted to what 
{ts owner concelred was the end for 
which It was originally fashioned. Rude 
huts rise bere and there among the 
graves, with the grasses and creepers 
clinging about their knees, and these are 
built by the desire of the dead who hare 
left money behind them for the purpose 
te accommodate the priests and holy men 
who come to chant verses of the Koran 
daring the quiet nighttime that the souls 
of the departed may rest in peace. 
those of the kings 
those of the peas- 
ants who tilled the soll, are nameless, 
and thus when a man has laid beneath 
the sod for a yedr or two even those of 
bis kindred who held him most dear are 
unable to say with certainty where their 
brother ties buried.

BUSINESS AND SEARDS, 


Mest Londoa Men Clean Shaven oF 
‘Wear a. Mustache Oaly. 

This would appear to be mainly # 
beardless age, for, though you do not find 
men In pearly all pursuits who weer 
beards, they are nevertheless In a vast 
tlnority jest pew. In the first place, Jet 
us take the typical city man. He is prob- 
ably engaged on the Stock Exchange, and 
4€ sq it will be remarkable if be wears # 
beard. Most of the frequenters of Throg- 
morton strect are clean shared or at most 
a@ mustache is cultivated. The same ap- 
plies to.most bank clerks and young and 
middle aged men in Insurance and other 
offices. Secretaries of companies are also 
generally content with cultivating slight 
mustaches if they are oot altogether 
clean shared. 

On the other hand, It Is curious to note 
that beards seem falriy popular among 
accountants, Indeed It would almost seem 
as if the growth of hair on the face were 
contiucive to clear beadedness in matters 
of calculation, so general do beards and 
whiskers appear to be among men of fig- 
ures. Middle aged buyers and travelers 
In the wholesale soft goods and the “rag” 


+trades also seem partial to cultivating 


hair on the face, though Io retall trades 
it is seldom that more than the mustache 
Is crown. Beanied men are the exception 
rather than the rule among drapers, 
bootmakers, stationers, grocers, ers 
and such like callings. In the gorern- 
ment service men are, as a rule, elther 
clean shared or they cultivate the mus- 
tache only, Take the clerks. telexra- 
phists and sorters In the postoffice, Mus- 
tacher, especially the downy, embryo 
sort, seem rather popular among the 
youths and younger men, while a few of 
their middle aged seniors indulge in the 
luxuries of comfortable beards, bot for 
the most part the clean shared men man-

Medical men, on the 
other hand, are rather fond of their mus- 
tachea. One supposce that they are cul- 
tivated when tbeir wearers have set up in 
practice In order to Inspire confidence In 
possible patients, Take /t all around, 
however, it may safely be said that clean 
shared men In London are quite as nv 
merous as those with mustaches If not 
slightly more so, while the man with a 
beard would appear to be getting more 
and more ef a rarity.—London Express,

The Origin of the Caderground Rivr~- 


ere That Have an Outlet Cader the 
Persian Gulf Has Never Been Satis- 
facterily Explained. 

Along the shallow. bottom of the 


ocean, not very far from the land, a 
number of openings hare been discov- 
ered in various parts of the world 
through which water as pure and fresh 
as that of any bubbling spring mingles 
with the salt water of the sea. Anotb- 
er remarkable class of fresh. water 
springs is those that alnk out of sight 
or perbaps never come to the surface, 
but follow hidden channels under the 
land and under the sea until they final 
ly come to the open alr on an Island. 
Both of these types of underground 
rivers are perbaps most-remarkably {!- 
lustrated near and on Babrein Island, 
io the Persian gulf, a place that Is also 
noted as one of the chief sources of 


pearls, . 

Babrein island, the largest of the 
group of islands bearing that pawe, Is 
about twenty miles off the const of 
Arabia in the Persian gulf. As the Is 
land bas almost no rainfall it Is a 
dead Jere! of sandy desert relieved only 
by palm grores and patches of vegeta- 
tion where water springs to the sur 
face from the mysterious underground 
channels, In many places the water 
does not reach the surface, but is found 
by sinking wells, the water being rals- 
ed te the surface by donkeys and bul- 
locka and poured Into the channels 
from which the date palms and other 
crops are Irrigated. These springs can- 
Dot possibly be derived from the island, 
and it Is no more likely that they come 
from the sandy wastes of neighboring 
Arabia. The Arabian sbore as far as 
can be seen Is low and derold of water 
except at El-Katif where similar 
springs are found.

‘There being no wells within miles of 


some of the coast towns of Babrein, 


they obtain water from springs‘ that 
irsue from the bottom of the gulf not 
far from the shore. These springs of 
course bave the same origin as the 
wells. Divers, with goatskins under 
their arms, dive through the salt water 
and fill the skins witb the cold, fresb 
lUquid at the bottom. The water ob- 
tained in this way usually contalos 
a alight admixture of salt water, so 
that the mixture Is just a little brack- 
ish. At some of these openings at the 
aca bottom the bead of water entering 
the sea is so strong that when hollow 
Lamboos are pushed down Into It the 
water rises through the tubes, deliver- 


‘ing the fresh water directly into ves 


sels that are held by meo and women 
who sre sitting In the boats that 
brought them from the land. The 
force of some of the streams as they 
come from tbe earth Is so considerable 
that it pusbes back the salt water, and 
the spring is not mixed with the sea 
water for quite a space around the 
place of entrance. 

It has been practically* determined 
within the past few years that the wa- 
ters of a small river In West Africa 
which disappeared in a fresh water 
swamp that bas no visible outlet dod 
thelr way by an underground channel 
into the Atlantic and mingle with the 
sea through an openiog in the bottom 
that bas been discorered a few miles 
from Cape Verde. A channel bas been 
found on the sea floor which, appar 
ently, was usr. some fresh water 
stredm-—DOrlog some soundings that 
were made In 1895 for the purpose of 
Onding and ralsing a broken cable the 
vessel engaged In the work was sur 
rounded by swamp vegetation that was 
continually rising to the surface. It 
was eridently brought through the un- 
erground channel from the swamp. 

‘The breaking of a cable off the mouth 
of the Rovuma rirer in East Africa 
‘as been attributed to the destructive 
action ‘of @ strong current of sweet 
water entering the sca level several 
miles from the land. Another remark- 
able example of a submarine river Is 
found to the north of the city of Arica 
on the Pacific coast of South America, 
A river from the Andes that {s grad- 
ually swallowed up in the sand has 
been found to make its way invisibly 
into the sea, with which it unites some 
miles from the land.

SPIRIT SLATE WRITING. 


Mew the Mysterious Sentences Are 
Prepared in Advance, _ 

Spiritualistic slate writing. If cleverly 
done, always mukes a marked Impres- 
sion on a magician’s audience because 
it utterly baties their efforts to detect 
the trick. They sce a small cabinet 
suspended abore the stage by means 
of cords or ribbons It bas an open 
front and Is empty. The magidan 
turns {t around so that erery part of 
it may be seen and taps it Inside and 
out with his wend to show that it is 
bellow. 

On as stand near by he bas s small 
e2ascl, a common school slate, a bottle 
of India thnk with a quill pen io It and 
a few sheets of ordinary white writing 
paper. All these be passes around 
among the audience for examination. 
‘Then be fixes a sheet of the paper to 
the alate b> means of wafers, places 
the alate on the easel and the easel in 
the cabinet, together withthe bottle of 
ink, the latter baving the pen still in it, 

Haring allowed the audience to see 
the articles thus arranged In the cabl- 
net, be throws a large ailk handker- 
cbief over It. Mysterious sounds are 
Immediately beard. and the cabinet 
ebakes as if some liring thing bad en- 
tered It, When the sounds and the 
shaking cease, he removes the hand- 


and passes {t around for examination, 
when the writing Is Immediately recog- 
nized as having been done with Indis 
Ink. 

The explanation of the trick Is sim- 
ple. The writlog was done In advance 
by the performer, the Ould used being 
a solution of sulphuric acid of the pur 
est quality. To make the solution 50 
drops of the concentrated acid are add- 
ed to one ounce of filtered water. Writ- 
ing done with this solution is Inrisibie 
untill exposed to heat. When so ex 
posed, it comes out perfectly bieck, 
looking exactly Uke dried India ink. 

The heat is epplied by means of an 
electric carrent runolng over wire with 
which the slate 1s wound. The cords 
by which the cabinet is suspended con- 
ceal copper wires, which conduct the 
current to the slate. Black silk threads 
sultably attached enable the performer 
to make the sounds in the cabinet, to 
cause the cabinet to shake and to jerk 
the pen out of the ink bottle. 

Several sheets of paper are prepared 
to advance, each with a different in- 
actiption, the performer telling one in- 
scription from another by secretly 
marked pin pricks.

‘The lee 
was thin near the head of Kettle 
Island, where she party were, and 
Miss Biair and Mr. Creelman ud- 
denly pitched head first into the air- 
hole.

Mr. Creelman tried to lift Wiss 
Blair out upon the ice. and, in do- 
ing 20, sank himself. When ho came 
up his head struck the ice, and = he 
broke his way through to ‘clear air. 
Miss Diair had disappeared, and Mr. 
Creelman was alone in the icy wi- 


ter. He clung to the ice and shout- 
ed for help. 
Meanwhile, Miss Snowball was 


skating to Gatipeau Point to sum- 
mon aid. She had time to arouse 
the men in the hotel, and they took 
whiskey and blankets and skated 
for the scene of the accident. Miss 
Snowball was skating in the dirce- 
tion of the thin, when Mr. A. N. 
C. Treadgold shouted to her to look 
out for danger. 

He saw a dark object and made 
for it. while Mr. Creelman's crics 
for help could be heard more and 
more plainly. 

‘The dark object was brave Har- 
per’s hat, and then Creelman warned 
Treadgold to Jook out, and the lat- 
ter said he ‘had a rope and told 
Creelman to hold on. ‘The latter 
said he was all right. Meanwhile 
Treadgold was getting his rope 
ready, and Matthias Ilaix, who lives 
on shore, caine out and pulled Creel- 
man out of the water. 


Creelman lost consciousness at 
Blais’ house, but recovered enough 
to be taken = to his boarding house, 


where doctors attended him. He is 
suGcring from exposure, but will re- 
cover. Creelman had probably been 
in the water about 15 minutes when 
he Was rescucd by Binis. Miss Snow-

Pekin, Dec. 8.—Yuan Shih Kal, the 
new Viceroy of Chili Province, has 
finished his forma!‘calla at the vari- 

|, ous legations. The argument he has 
presented in favor of the evacuation 
of the native city of Ticn Tsin by 
the troops under the provisional gov- 
ernment is a very strong one. 

Yuan Shih Kai made a more favor~ 
able impression here than any other 
Chinaman since the slege of the lega- 
tions. Several foreign Ministers, in- 
cluding Mr. Conger, the American 
representative, aro in favor of the 
evacuation of Tien Tsin. The final de- 
cision is in the hands of the military 
commanders; several of whom = re- 
cently declared that it would not be 
safe to relinquish contro! of the city 
to the Chinese. 

It is belleved now that a meeting 
of the Ministers and commandera will 
be held to consider the matter, It 
In recognized that Yuan Shih Kai is 
a capable man who can keep . the 
peace, which he promises to do if 
tho city is evacuated. The strange 
thing about Yuan Shih Kal is that. 
although he is one of the foremost 
men jn China, and a pro-foreigner, he 
is protege of Yung Lu, the adviser 
of the Exppress Dowager, and = the 
highest officer in China, who is not- 
oriousty an anti-foreigner.

TIMES WHEN AN EXCESS OF JOY IS 
UNKED WITH INSANITY. 








Some of the Baddest Casee of Lunacy 
Are Those Where the Mind Ie Un« 
able to Stand the Shock of Sudden 
Good Tidings, 


It {s no exaggeration to assert, said 
an asylum doctor of long and varied 
experience, that there are scores of mcn 
and women in our asylums who bave 
Iterally been sent there through excess 
of joy. Manz of these cascs which are, 
In my opinion, the saddest of all have 
come under my own observation. 

I remember In the very first asylum 
with which I was connected one of the 
patients was a strikingly bandsome 
and very well educated man, who was 
as sane as you or J except on one point. 
He was really a man of considerable 
wealth, but his delusion was that he 
xa @ pauper, and be would tell the 
most pitiful tales of bis destitution, 
begging, wkh tears In bis eyes, for 
few coppers with which to buy bread. 

According to the story told me, be 
was the only son of a wealthy mer- 
chant. In bis youth be bad fallen 
among evil companions and bad kd 
such a dissolute Ife that bis fatber 
sot only threatened to disinberit him, 
but forbade bim ever to enter bia house 
ogaln.’ After that be seems to have 
sunk Into the lowest depths of poverty 
until be waa giad to carn a few cop 
pers by selling papers or matches in 
the streets, 

* It was at this last and lowest stage 
that news came to bim that bis father 
bad dicd Intestate and that he was beir 
to all bis vast fortune, The sudden 
news completely turned the man’s 
brain and brougSt on such a conditioe 
of excitement that he bad to be sent 
to an asylum, and when he calnied 
down again be had Jost all recollection. 
of lis good fortune, and nothing can 
sbake Lis delusion that be ts on the 
verge of starvation. 

Another patient {n the same asylum 
was a young and ip bis lucid moments 
& most intelligent fellow, whose “brain 
was turned,” as the sayiog is, on learn- 
ing that be had passed an examination. 
He Lad sat for the matriculation exam- 

tnation at the University of Lonaow, on 
passing which be had set bis beart 
and bad asked a friend In London w 
wire tho result a» soon as the namvs 
were seteened st Burlington House. 

About three weeks “iter came a fatul 
telegram, “Fatled—serey,” which sent 
the young man into the lowest depths 
of despair, for he was too old to sit 
agalo, Not wany bours later, however. 
‘came another telezram, “Passed honors 
—very sorry crush so great did bot Kee 
name this moruinz.” The revelation 
of feellug wns so great that the attu- 
dent’s renton gave way, and he be 
came so violent in bis excitement tiat 

he sad to be confined, Fortunately Le 
was not with us long and fs now, 1 am 
find to know, dolog very well as a s0- 
lcttor, , 

Disappotnted love senda many peo 
ple to asylums, but it ts very seldom 
that success in woolzg driver a man 
aood. It bad this atrange effect, how- 
ever, on one of my Sate patients. The 
vil he Irved bad gone out to India to 
‘seep hotme for her brother before he 
had screwed up his cournge to the polut 
of proposing to her, but an offer fol- 
lowed by malt very quickly after ber. 

‘Weeks and months passed, and no an- 
svrer came to the impatient lover until, 
after waiting two years in despair, be 
became engaged to a girl who had 
nothing but her money bags to recoin- 
mend ber and for whom he had not a 
particle of lore. Scarcely, however, was 
bie fate scaled than be received the 
Jong despaired of letter from India, ac 
septiog bis offer and explaining that 
the girl's brother bad recelyed and +ais- 
lald the letter, which had only just 
been found and bad come Into her 
bands, 

Within an hour of the receipt of thir 
letter the man waa n raving maniac, 
and although his condition is Improved 
I doubt whether be will ever recover 
his reason.

The Treatment of Mares,

Marly Theatre Costames. 

The exact manner in which the 
actora dressed for thelr parts can- 
not perbaps be determined, but it is 
certain that considcrabfe sums of 
moncy were expended on costumes. 
Gosson (in 1577), in his *‘School of 
Abuse,’ inveighs against the ‘‘cost- 
ly apparel’ worn on the stare, 
while Prynne, in his *ilistriomas- 
tix,” some half a century Ioter, 
makes a similar complaint. In one 
case we learn from Henslowe's Diary 
that as much as £10 was paid for 
a single cloak, which, if the entry de 
torrect, ia a very high figure, con- 
sidering the value of money 800 
years ago. No doubt the same cos- 
tumes would be used over and over 
again in different playa and would 
become old and stale, but when new 
they certainly appear to have been 
costly. In the inventory of the ap- 
Parel delonging to the Admiral’s 
men in 1598 there are some inter- 
esting Items: “Item, a cloak trim- 
mod with copper Jace and red velvet 
breeches,” for Tamburlane: “‘item, 
fine satin doublets jaid with gold 
lace, for Henry V.; “item, a cloak 
with gold buttons.” From these 
items it would seem that magnifl- 
cence rather than historical pro- 
pricty wna aimed at. True that in 
the city pageant entitled ‘’Britan- 
nia’s Honor,’’ we read of ono of the 
characters being arrayed in “‘a rich 
Tioman antique habit,’* but then we 
do not know what ideas the men of 
James I.’s time had about ‘a rich 
Roman antique habit.” Wo know 
for certain that in the cightcenth 
century historical necuracy was not

It bas long been supposed 
that the proceas by which Japanese 
gardeners succeeded in dwarfing forest 
trees was a long and costly one. It is 
now adid that it {s a simple process and 
that any one can do the trick, The fol- 
lowlpg directions are giten for produc 
inz a iniplature ogk tree: 

‘Take an orange and scoop out the 








aud plant an acorn In the center, of it, 
leaving the bole in the rind for It to 
eprout through. Put it in a sunny place 
and water It frequently, Soon after 
the tirst shoots bare appeared the roots 
login to break through the orange skin. 
Take a sharp knife and share these off 
carefully and keep them shaved. The 
tree will grow about fire or six Inches 
hich and then stop, In a year It will ° 
be cs perfect miniature oak. When the ° 
roots cease to grow, the orange skin 
should be varnixbed orer and Imbed- 
ded Ip a Sowerpot. 

‘The Japanese dwarf all kinds of trees 
and make them lire to a great age. 
Some of these dwarfs, like the Chabo 
ifiba, are well known, and their own 
eis have documentary evidence attest- 
Ing thelr great age, The older they 
are the more valuable, of course, they 
are. In Japan certaln familics follow 
the calling, trade, ort, or what you will, 
of growing dwarf trees from genera- 
ton to geperation, and you can buy a} 
miniature oak 500 years old from a de 
scendant of the man who first planted | 
the acorn.

“After a miner had bandied dynamite 
for elght or ten years without a serious 
mishap it Is a good idea to put him to 
doing something else about the works,” 
said a gentleman of this city who has 
bad a great deal of expericoce with high 
explosives. “The chances are a hundred 
to one that bis jong immunity from ac- 
cident bas giren him such a contempt 
for danger that he is an unconscious 
menace to everybody on the premises. 
He will do things that not only imperil} 
his own life, but the Uves of all his 
comrades, To give you an Illustra- 
téon, once I had an old Cornishman at 
work at a mine in which I was inter- 
ested and had intrusted bim with a 
general supervision of all the blasting. 
He bad been handling dynamite for 
twenty years or more and was jusily 
regarded as an expert. During that 
entire period he bad never bad an acci- 
dent worth speaking of, and by de- 
grees the care and vigilance that were 
responsible for his excellent record bad 
Worn away untill be was beginning to 
entertain the delusion, common to old 
bands, that the danger of the stuff was 
very much exagrerated.

London, Dec. 11.—Lord Kitchener, 
in despatch from Pretoria, dated 
Monday, Dec. 9, reports that the re- 
sult of the wock’s work is 31 Boers 
killed, 17 wounded, 353 made pri- 
soners, 35 surrendera and quantities 
of supplics captured.

The Boers are still in force in the 
extreme west of Cape Colony. They 
are there commanded by Maritz, who 
recently attacked Tontellboschkop 
‘The Boers were driven off and Marits 
was severely wounded. 2

for disaster and wonderful for bless 
ing, for there must be lights and 
shades in this picture as in all oth- 
ers.” Need I argue that our time 
is wonderful for disaster? Our world 
has had a rough time since by the 
+ hand of God it was bowled ‘out Into 
smpace, It is an epileptic earth—con- 
*-wulsion after convulsion; © frosts 
spounding it.with sledge hammer of 
dooberg and fires melting it with fur 
snaces seven times heated. It is a 
‘wonder to me it has lasted so long. 
SMoetoors shooting by on this side and 
ngtazing it and meteors shooting by 

on the other side and grazing it, 

none of them slowing up for safety. 

Whole ects and navies and argosies 

and flotillas of worlds sweeping all 

about us. Our carth like a fishing 
smack off the banks of Ne«found- 
fand, while the Majestic and St. Paul 
and the Kaiser’ Wilhelm der Grosse 
rush by. Desides that, our world 
bas by sin been damaged in its in- 
ternal machinery, and ever and anon 
the furnaces have burst, and the 
walking beams .of the mountains 
have broken, and the islands have 
shipped a sea, and the great hulk of 
the world has been jarred with nace 
dents thut ever and anon threatened 
immediate demolition. 
last 
hundred years were especially chars 
acterized by disaster — volcanic, 
oceanic, epidemic. I say volcanic be 
cause an earthquake in only a ¥ol- 
cano hushed up. When Stromboli 
and = Cotopaxi and Vesuvius stop 
breathing, let the foundations of the 
earth beware! Seven thousand 
earthguakes in two centuries record- 
ed in the catalogue of the — Dritixh 
association! ‘Trajan, the emperor, 
foes to ancient Antioch and amid the 
aplendors of his reception is met by 
an ‘earthquake that nearly destroys 
the emperor’s life. Lisbon. fair and 
beautiful, at 1 o’clock on the Ist of 
November, 1775, in six minutes 60,- 
000. have perished, and Voltaire 
wrile® of them, “For that region It 
was the last judgment, nothing want- 
ing but a trumpet!” Europe and 
feeling the throb—1,500 
chimneys in Toston partly or fully 
destroyed. 

But the disasters of other times 
fhave had their counterpart'in later 
times. In 1812 Caracas was caught 
in the grip of an earthquake, in 1882 
in Chile 100,000 sjuare miles of land 
by volcanic force upheaved to four 
and acven = feet of perinanent cleva- 
tion, In 1854 Japan felt the gcolor- 
ieal agouy; Naples shaken in 1857, 
Mexico in 1858; Mendoza, the capital 
of the Argentine Republic. in 1861; 
Manila — terrorized in 1863; the Ha- 
walian Islands by such force uplifted 
and Iet down in 1871; Nevada shak- 
en in 1871, Antioch in 1872. Califor- 
nia in 1872. San Salvador in 1873, 
while in 1883 what subterranean ex- 
citement! Ischia, an island of the 
Mediterranean, a beautiful Italian 
watcring place, vineyard clad, 
faunded by all natural charm — and 
historical reminiscence; yonder Capri,

Ye monsters of the deep, an- 
swer when I call your names. The 
Ville do Mavre, the Schiller, the City 
of Boston, the Melville, the  Presi- 
dent, the Cimbria, the Oregon. the 
Mohegan. But why should I go on 
calling the roll when nonce of them 
ansWer and the roll ix as long as tho 
white scroll of the Atlantic surf at 
Cape Hatteras breakers?

From Hurdwar, India, where 
every twelfth year 3,000,000 dcvot- 
eos congregate, the caravans brought 
the cholera, and that one idiscase 
slew 18,000 in cightoen days in Bos- 
sorah. Twelve thousand jn une aum- 
wwer slain by it In India and 25,000 
in Egypt. Disasters epidemic. Somo 
of the finest monuments in Green- 
wood and Laure! Hill and Biwnt Au- 
burn are to doctors who fost their 
lives battling with southern cpidem- 
Ic.

London, Dec. 13.—The War Office 
Issued @ statement last night deal- 
ing with the Boer treatment of Col. 
Benson's wounded at Drakenlaagte, 
whith {s the result of special ivves- 
tigation of the matter instituted by 
Lord Kitchener. 

The statement sets forth that 18 
officers and men of Col. Benson's 
command were kindly and even 
earcfully treated by the Doers. 

Tho remaining 75 men who were 
examined testified that they witness- 
ed and suffered atrocities worse than 
those which followed the Viakfontein 
disaster, 

These latter said the unarmod and 
wounded men lying around the guns 
were killed at close rangy, and that 
the survivors of the cngagement suf- 
fered torture, being robbed and 
stripped of thelr clothing, in spite 
of thelr wounds and broken Limbs, 

Lord Kitchener says that, evident- 
ly, the Boer leaders aro no longer 
able to repress murder and outrage 
on the part of their subordinates. 

Brodrick Calis Beers Bandits,

Parcalps in Winter. 

To a woman without a cellar, & 
good aupply of vegetables that may 
De left in the garden all winter and 
drawn upon as needed is a boon. 
Among this clasa of roots, the par 
anip is perhaps the most satisfactory 
for general use. Its favor is im 
proved by the action of the frost, 
and is therefore at its best when a 
succulent, nutritious vegetable is 
most relished and usually highest 
priced in the market. 

Paranips are a fine seasoning for 
soups. To one quart of soup stock 
allow one well cleaned parsnip cut 
into slices, lay several slices on one 
another, end cut into amall narrow 
atrips; add to the stock and simmer 
until tender, and serve without 
straining. A spoonful of Chili 
sauce blends nicely with the favor 
of the parsnips., as do alzo chopped 
parsicy and onion. 

To make delicious parsnip fritters 
doll four or five py ipa tll tender, 
remove the skins very 
fine. Add to them a teaspoonful of 
flour, one well beaten egg and salt to 
taste. Make the mixture into small 
cakes with a spoon and fry on both 
sides to a delicate brown in sizzling 
bot butter or beef drippings. When 
done serve them on a napkin. Par 
snips are often browned under roast 
beef and served in a separate dish 
with the exception of a few pieces 
which are left to garnish the meat. 
Wash and scrap the parsnipe, and if 
very large cut them across. Put 
them Into bolling salted water and 
cook quickly until tender. Drain and 
place them In the dripping pan un- 
der roast beef, and when the meat 
bas been removed, dust over them a 
ttle pepper and salt and let them 
brown nicely.

A DARWINIAN THEORY. 


Why the Drewnitng Man Alwars 
‘Throws Cp Mis Hands, 

The usual idea that a drowning man 
{a stretching out his hands for ald or 
“catching at straws” Is not altogether 
satisfactory. *A possible explanation 
has lately been suggested, and this 
supposes that the drowning man, losing 
all bis acquired habite and even some 
of those inherited from more recent 
parents, in bis terror goes back to the 
instinctive movements of bis arboreal 
ancestors, and the movements of the 
drowning man are thoes of a frighten- 
ed ape secking safety by clinging to 
the nearest tree. 

The morement Is certainly instine 
tire, for it can only be eliminated by 
considerable tralning and voluntary 
efforts, and yet It Is fatal to the Indl- 
vidual, for the specific gravity of no 
husian body Is so nearly that of water 
that the remcral of the arms from the 
supporting Muld at once slnka the face 
beneath the surface. In cases of 30 
called “cramps” the victim, often a 
highly tralned swimmer, ~ generally 
throws up the bands, but these cascs 
are probably due to beart failure, and a 
aimilar morement takes place on land 
when the subject receives a fatal heart 
wound, and it Is even a common ex- 
preasion of shock or astonishment. The 
ordinary morements of walking or run- 
ping would keep a man's face abore 
water, but these curious climbing 
movements of both hands and feet 
make floating Impossible and are re- 
sponsible for many deaths by drown 
ing.

Buenos Ayres, Dec. 13.—The rela- 
tons between Chill and the Argen- 
tine Republic are strained. Chill has 
not yet replied to the demand for 
the construction of stragetic roads in 
the litigated territory. The Chilian 
answer to thin demand will be given 
to-morrow. The Argentine Govern- 
ment believes the Chilian anxwer will 
be satisfactory. A part of the press, 
however, doubts this, In the mean- 
time both countrics are taking pro- 
tective measures. 

A dcerce ordering the mdbilization 
Jnn. 1 of the reserves of 1878 and 
1879 has been Issued. These reserves 
amount to 60,000 men. The Cham- 
her, in secret session, has voted the 
credits necessary for the mobilization 
of the militia. In case Chili's reply 
is not favorable, the Argentine Re- 
public will withdraw her Minister 
from Santiago de Chill, and the an- 
tecedents and history of the misun- 
derstanding will be forwarded to 
Great Britain for arbitration.

Your From Dawson. 


A telegram has reached the Minis- 
ter of Militia from Dawson, which 
indicates a strong desire to serve 
thelr King and country on the part 
of at least four good men in the 
Yukon. The despatch read that 
three ex-Mounted Policemen, Coats, 
McLaughlin and Arnold, and G. B. 
Stewart, formerly of the New Zea- 
land Mounted Infantry, had left 
Dawson on Monday last on foot, in- 
tending to walk the 400 miles to 
White Horse and travel from there 
to Victoria, B.C., by rail and 
steamer, 1,000 miles, at their own 
expense, in the hope of being in time 
to enlist for service with the Cana- 
dian Mounted Rifles. ‘The minister 
was asked if the men might be in- 
formed by wire when they reached 
White Horse that places had been 
"reserved for them on the contingent. 
Hon. Dr. Borden repiled at once that 
places would be kept open for the 
four men, as long as possible, and 
requested that they de instructed to 
advise the Miljtia it by 
wire as soon as they arrived in Vice 
toria. 

One Raised in the Weeu 

One of the additional squadrons 
will be exclusively western, recruited 
between Vancouver and Winnipeg. 
The other wil} be raised in Ontario 
‘and the east at the several points 
at which, as In Toronto, recruits of- 
fered in excess of the required num- 
ber at the first enlistment, The 
names of these latter recruiting sta~ 
tions and the quota from each, will 
be publisbed shortly.

Pruning to excess or too frequent or 
too long is weakening to the tree. 

When a branch Is remored, the cut- 
ting should be close, leaving no stub,

Wormy fruit ia the orchard is best 
disposed of by the sheep. They eat all

Without doubt lightning was the first 


electrical phenomenon that was obserr- 
ed by human beings. To this day it 
remains the least’ known and least un- 
dersteod of natural electrical manifes- 
tations except, perbaps, the aurora, 


‘There is a vast dcal of popular mis- 
tion concerning the danger of 


concep 

lightning and the.nature of it The 
lightning flash 1s a discharge from & 
cloud: at a high potential: with’ refer- 
ence. to the earth. When the atmos- 
phere Is charged witb water vapor and 
some eddy or current Io its colder up- 
per strata is deflected downward, caus- 
ing condensation, exceedingly minute 
drops of water sre formed, each bear- 
lng an electrical charge. The consoll- 
dation of these {nto Surser drops results 
in a very great Increment of the poten- 
tial of the charge since the capacity of 
‘the drop varies with Its diametér and 
the volume of the drop with the cube 
of the diameter, - a 


The consequence of this ts that it 


takes, for example, eight drops consoll- 
dated to make one of twice the diame- 
ter of the constituent drops, and the 
charge on the surface of the consoll- 
dated drop will be four times as great 
as that upon the surfaces of Its ele: 
ments. In thie way, ns the small wa- 
ter particles unite to form drops which 


fall as raln, the potential of the charge 


they carry Increases until it attains 
enormous valves, and the lightning 
Oash Jeaps to the earth, which may be 
regarded simp?y as a body of very 
great electrostatic capacity. The dl» 
ebarge, which {s called lightning, ts 
apt to be more or less destructive, al- 
though the energy of an Individual 
fash Is perkaps not very great. Often 
the conditions are such that the dis- 
charge takes on an oscillating charac 
ter, prodacing violent surgings of cur- 
rent. No very accurate measurements 
hare been made upon the current {o- 
yolred, but It Is taken to be of the or- 
der of 1,000 to 5,000 amperes. The 
electro motive force necessary to cause 
flash a mile long is probably several 
million volts, and of course the power 
of the dash measured tn watts Is very 
great, but its duration Is correspond- 


ingly short. ; 
T'rotection of property and life from 


Ughtning fashes bas been 2 subject 
that has entrained the attention of 
natural philosophers since Franklin 


sent up lls historic kite. The net re- 
sult of more than a century of attempt 
to secure protection has been the light- 
ning rod In Sts more or less inefficient 
forms and thy civcovery that buildings 
of modern construction, haying meta!- 
Ue roots and often metallic frames as 
well, are practically immuno from at- 
tack by lightning. 

The total number of deaths due to 
lightning In any given summer {fs com- 
paratively very amall—in the ratio of 
about one to each 200,000 population If 
the United States, In cities the de 
structive influence of Ngbtning Is ex- 
ceedingly small, altbough occasional 
fires are caused by {t, especially where 
gan pipes abound. 

Protection of electric circuits trom 
lightning nas been an Interesting sub- 
Ject for research for a number of years, 
and several bighly efficient derices 
have been constructed for this purpose, 
Today Nghtning Is little feared by the 
station superintendent and should bo 
very litte feared by any one. The 
tine bopored rule that it is wisest to 
keep In the open and not seek the shel- 
ter of trees 1s one which common prur 
dence dictates. Recourse to the feath- 
er bed of our ancestors, bowerer, Is no 
longer necessary except to quiet the 
nerves of timorous persons, while the 
ancient superstitions regarding ban- 
dilog steel instruments and altting in 
drafts may be utterly disregarded, A 
modern bullding in a city Is as nearly 
absolutely lightning proof and those In 
it are as nearly absolutely protected 
from Ughtning as {s possible.

150 colonies of bees. 

An aplary should not be placed on 
ground thickly sct with trees, 

Bees secrete wax only when necessa- 
ry to furnish storage room for boney 
or brood. 

The secretion of one pound of wax 
necessitates the consumption of twenty 
pounds of honey. 

When a queen {s gone, It will be only 
a fow days until the colony will cease 
to store much surplus honey. 

Sometimes, toward the close of the 
boney scason, the bees will destroy 
the queen cells or kill all of the queens 
but one, thus destroying the Incentive 
to swarm. 

Care must be taken to see that there 
fa a queen in every colony. If abe gets 
lost or Is killed, azother must be put In 
her place, as the colony will run down 
very fast if left queenicss, 

Never feed bees during the day, It 
matters not whether there be ove col- 
ony or many. It causes confusion, and 
the bees frequently get cross and go to 
stinging anything they come near. 

In getting bees that have swarmed 
back into a hive much Joss may be pre- 
vented by stretching a piece of strong 
canvas on the ground and setting the 
hive upon It and then shaklog the bees 
on It.

abdasing in recognizing the exiled 
Boer Government for the purpose of 
making peace. 

‘Lérd Nosebery said so sano §6Toer 
‘now hoped for anything but anncxa- 
tion, and for many reusona it was 
urgent that the war should be end- 
ed. ‘The Boer should not be unne- 
cessarily humiliated.” To the Boera 
swearing allegiance, he would give 
the largest possible amnesty and 
the fullest civil rights. 

Scornfully rejecting the idea that 
such an Empire as Dritain could not 
provide an alternative Government 
to the existing ministry, he said 
if -that were true the nation was 
more fitted to control a cabbage 
den than an empire.

lated according to Joule's principle snd 
experimental results, is found to be just 
20,000,000 times Poulllete's estimate of 
the annual amount of solar radiation. 

The sun's-density must, in all probabil- 
ity, increase very much toward his center, 
and therefore a considerable greater 
amount of beat than that must be «up- 
posed to have been generated if his whole 
mass was formed by the coalition of com- 
paratively small hodies, On the other 
band, we do rv know bew much heat 
may hare been dusipated by resistance 
apd minor Impacts before the final con- 
giomeration, but there Is reason to belicre 
that even the most rapid conglomeration 
that we concelre to have probably taken 
place could only leare the finished globe 
witb about half the entire beat due to the 
amount of potential energy of mutual 
greritation exhausted. 

We may therefore accept ss a lowest 
estimate for the sun’s Initlal heat 10,000,- 
000 times a yea. upply at the present 
rate, Dut 50,000,000 or 100,000,000 as 
possible in consequence of the sun's great- 
er density in his central parts. 

The considerations adduced abore re- 
gtrding the sun's possible specific beat, 
rate of cootag and superficial tempera- 
ture render Ri probsble that be must hare 
been tery sensibly warmer a million years 
ago than now, and consequently, if be 
has existed as a Juminary for 10,000,000 
or 20,000,000 years, be must hare radiat- 
ed away considerably more than the cor- 
responding number of times the prescat 
year’s amount of loss. 

It seems, therefore, on the whole, mos’. 
probable that the sun has pot Illuminated 
the earth for 100,000,000 years and al- 
most certain that be has not dove so for 
500,000,000 years. . 

‘As for the futore, we may say with 
equal certainty that Inhabitants of the 
earth canpot continue to enjoy the Hebt 
and heat essential to their life for many 
million years longer unless sources now 
unknown to us are prepared In the great

The fishing ia done at the foot of the 
rapids, where the water boils and tum- 
bles! furiously... With his pole the In- 
dian in the bow keeps the boat moving 
about In the rapids and gazcs constant- 
ly into the water, which Is often ten 
feet or more deep. 

“Buddenly the Indian in the bow will 
seize the net handle with one hand, 
never ceasing to manipulate the canoe 
with big pole in the other nor for an 
instant removing his staring gaze from 
the water. Tbe net ls not more than 
in bls band before be has plunged It 
perhaps ten feet distant from the boat, 
thrusting It at the same instant to the 
bottom. Then he gives It a pecullar 
twist, draws It up and, surrendering 
the care of the canoe for the moment 
to the Indian with the paddle, be 
draws the net up, never without from 
three.to half a dozen glistening white- 
fish In !t, frequently welghing fre 
pounds each.

The designs in Persian roga are gen- 
erally doral, and in some districts, es- 
pecially Fara, the women weavers in- 
tent the designs, varying them every 
two or three years, The Mohammedan 
religion does not allow any direct rep- 
resentation of animal forms, conse- 
quently rugs woren under its influence 
take Goral, geometric and vegetable 
forma. The Shiab sect of Moslems, 
bowerer, numbering about 15,000,000, 
of whom 8,000,000 are Persians, do not 
regard representations of animals as 
unlawful, By the industry of this sect 
and that of Infidels and of all who dis- 
regard the law of the Koran animal 
forms are seen on some Prraiap rugs. 

The prayer rug was evidently invent. 
ed for the purpose of providing the 
worshipers with one absolutely clean 
place on which to offer prayers, It Is 
not lawful for a Moslem to pray on any 
Place not perfectly clean, and unless 
euch one has his own special rug be ia 
Dot certain that the spot has not been 
polluted. With regard to the purity of 
the place of prayer Mobammedans are 
specially carefnl when making their 
pilgrimages, the rugs which they take 
with them baring been preserved from: 
pollution by belog rolled up until the 
journey is begun or until the hour for 
pray’r arrives. It does not matter to 
these followers of Mokammed how 
unclean a rug that is on the foor may 
be, because orer it they place the pray- 
or rug when thelr devotions begin. 

The Turkish ruga made at Sivas are 
always woren of wool, and almost ev- 
ery bamlet carries on the Industry of 
weaving In the homes. There are no 
factories, the young girls and women 
deing the work here as In other parts 
of Turkey. Sivaa roga are in most 
cases small, measuring about eight by 
four fect, but In these years larger and 
more attractive rugs are belong made. 
Eren the poorest families bare fine 
rugs. for they regard them-as valuable 
property, to be sold only under the 
pressure of great extremity. The wear- 
era are so frugal in their manner of 
lying that thelr dally earning of 15 to 
19 cents Is sufficient to supply their 
wants Thelr food consists usually of 
tice and crushed wheat, with occasion- 
ally a small piece of mutton. 

Smyrna fs only a mart for the sale 
of comparntively Inferior rugs that are 
made In the Interior from the coarse 
hair of the Anzors gost. These are 
woren in irregular designs and, al- 
though not artistic, are largely sought 
as coverings for the bare floors and to 
add warmth The weaving of these 
rogs Is crudely dope by girls and wo- 
men. Sometimes the loom fs primitire- 
ly constructed from the trunks of trees. 
‘The designs are very simple and have 
elther been handed down from earller 
generations or afe supplied from the 
city. 

Yuruk rugs are no called from a band 
of nomads who dwell among the moun- 
talns of Anatoliz. They bare large 
flocks of fine sheep and weare rugs of 
firm, even texture. The colors are very 
good, the ficid often of dark brown, or 
namented with large designs. 

About 200 years ago emall embroider 
ed rugs were largely made to Persia, 
eblefiy at Ispaban. These were prayet 
rugs, and on each of them, near one 
end, was a small embroidered mark to 
abow where the bit of sacred earth 
from Mecca was to be placed. In obe- 
dlence to a law of the Koran that the 
bead must be bowed to the ground tn 
prayer thia wan touched by the fore- 
head when the presentation was made, 
and so the letter of the law was carried 
out. The custom prevails. The Persian 
women who weave the finest prayer 
Tugs scldom weste any other kind of 
Tog. .

\ They Seem'te Mave Been Utilised 
Solely as Sun Pretecters-Oneo an 
Attribute ef Dignity, 


In the early Christian churches a 
large umbrella usually hung orer the 
Priest, and {tls sald that from this 
custom It became one of the attributes 
of cardinals appointed from basilican 
churebes. For yeara the doges of 
‘Venice carried umbrellas of state, and 
{mn 1288 Pope Alexander IIL. declared 
that these shoold be surmounted by 
golden statuettes of the annunciation. 
Michael Morosini was the first Vene- 
tian laymanjto carry an umbrella, 
which consisted of a small, fiat square 
of green stuff, over which was a cop- 
per spiral, Soon after the umbrella 
was adopted by fashionable Venetian 
dames. According to Coryat’s “Crodi- 
ties” (1611), the Italian umbrella was 
a small canopy and waa made of leath- 
er extended by a series’ of wooden 
-boops, He says umbrellas were used 
by borsemen, who, resting the bandles 






























so that they should “minister shadow 
unto them for shelter against the 
scorching sun.” 

In the Harlelan manuscripts, now fo 
the British museum, there Is in manv- 
script No. 003 a erode illustration 
sbowing the figure of a yoeman hold- 
fog an umbrella over his lord, which 
leads me to lafer that umbrellas were 
known in England even in the early 
Anglo-Saxon period. 

Beck, as quoted tn the Draper's Dic- 
tlonary, asserts that at the time that 
Btephen usurped the crown of England 
(twelfth century) umbrellas were in 
common use among the English.

my work. Although I have visited 
many colntries, I am quite’ con- 
Vinced that nowhere have I received 
greater assistance” and encovrage- 
ment than in this colony. 

“If my system can’ be commercial- 
ly established between the different 
Parts of the earth—n possibility. of 
which, [ may state, I have pot the 
alightest doubt—it would not — fail 
to bring about an enormous cheap- 
ealug of the methods of communica- 

ion. 

_ “At present the existing nystem of 
submarine cables fulfills that object 
to a large extent, but the great cost 
ft the cables themselves and their 
heavy working expenses cause the 
existing charges to be bevohd the 
reach of the majority of the 1 le 
inhabiting the various countries, but 
could thin new method be applicd I 
believe that the cost of what we 
now call ‘cabling’ to England, might 
be reduced ut least twentyfold. 
Cost Should Be Less 


‘The present rates are, if J ani 
not mistaken, twenty-five cents a 
word. © I do not see why eventually 
with the wireless system, the cost 
should not be reduced to one cent 
a word or less."’ 

“I have spoken of the use of wire- 
Jess telegraphy may prove to be to 
the different nations of the world, 
but as 1 am at Icast half a’ Dritish- 
cr, I wish to emphasize that with re- 
spect to the British Empire it has 
quite a special importance. — Facili- 
tating the methods of communica- 
tion between the mother country and 
her great colonics beyond the seas, 
cannot but result in still more firm- 
ly  éementing that bond of unity 
and common cause In‘the Interest in 
civillzation of which the Empire 
has given such splendid example to 
the world during the anxious times

Neither Side Has Yet Appreached the 
British Fereiga Ofice—The Dispate 
Petty Though the Consequences May, 
Be vertous If 1t Ne Not settled Quick- 
ly—A Meported Arbitration Pretece! 
—Te Kiplain at Once. 


London, Dec. 24.—The  Dritish 
Government is watching with con- 
siderable anxiety the progress of the 
dispute between the Chillan and 
Argentine republics. A’ representa- 
live of the Associated Press was in- 
formed yesterday that neither side has 
yet approached the British Foreign 
Office. If both Chili and Argentina 
request Great Britain to arbitrate 
the matters in dispute between them 
Lord Lansdowne, the Forelgn Secre- 
tary, will promptty acquiesce. 

The statement, however, of Dr, 
Alcorta, the Argentine Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, that Argentina has 
referred the matter to the arbitra- 
tion of the Dritish Government un- 
der the agreement of 1898, appears 
to be inaccurate, for the Forcign 
Office says the present’ contention is 
quite beyond the powers of that 
commission. As the Foreign Office 
understands the case, it Is not one 
of boundary between the two coun- 
trics, but whether Chill has the | 
right to build neutral roads in the 
disputed territory. This-commission 
of which Lord MacNaughton 
president, has been sitting in Lon- 
don for,nearly two years, and | 
now almost ready to go out and 
personally Inspect the disputed 
boundaries, For various reasons, 
however, the departure of this com- 
mission has been delayed, and is 
likely to be delayed for some time 
to come.

“Tost of Contrivance to Frevest Damage te 
Canal Gates. 


St. Catharines, Dec. 26.—Interest- 
ing experiments are being carried on 
ut Port Dalhousie by J. L. Weller, 
superintending engineer of the Wel- 
Jand Canal, with the sanction of the 
Domidion Government, to ascertain 
the value of a new contrivance which 
it is claimed will prevent a repetition 
of serious delays to navigation 
through the carrying away of lock 
gates on the new canal. These unfor- 
tunate accidents have avernged at 
least two a year for some years past, 
and N. W. Cowan of St. Catharines 
has invented a protective contriv- 
ance for the gates which was given a 
first test Tuesday.

As hard coal contains a little sul- 
phur when the drafts are Imperfect the 
odor of the sulphur is nuticed, which is 
lke the sounding of an alarm bell, for 
carbon monoxide is found in its company.

“Ming of the Romnas” ‘as the Founder 


—It Wee First w Chatesa Surrounded 
by a Hedge—Existence at the Chaiess 
Wes, Mewever, Net Always Peaceful, 
and There Were Fierce Siruggice Yrom 
Timete Time 
‘The Hague was born of a mere 
eapcice of Count William IL, ‘King 
of the Homans,”" who, in 1259, in 
order to have a sultable resting-place 
between Haarlem and his property of 
S'Gravensande, built a chateau which 
he closed off from the surrounding 
‘forest by a hedge whence we have the 
name ‘Den Haghe™: given to. the 
reaidence of the “‘lords of the land. 
Originally the chateau attracted 
merchants and workmen who earned 
their living from the life within tho 
wails of the domain, which was pot 
only a hunting box, but under the 
rule of the house of Bavaria, a cen- 
tre of pleasure and distraction, 
where festivalsof long duration were 
organized and endless games played; 
where skating during the long severe 
winter was indulged in by the nobil- 
ity. During carnival time there wero 
great masqu¢rades, in which the 
duchoases themselves took. part, and 
in 1394, under the direction of Lady 
Alide van Houschesen, the first 
chamber, of rhgtoric was founded in 
royal manor. | 
Not always peaceful, however, wad 
the existence of the chatenu, for. it 
was [requently disturted by the fierce 
utrugglies that divided the country, 
and in 1392 was the scene of the 
murder of Domoisile Aleida, daugh- 
ter of Jan van.Peolgeert and = mis- 
trvsy of Duke Albert, brother of Wil- 
lian V. Under the Government of 
Jacuucline of Bavaria the chateau 
fell to ruins and the court passed the 
most of its time elsewhere, a dir 
cumstance that seemed to mark the 
decadence of the city. The house of 
Burgundy, however, restored the old 
munor, and in 1432, In the great 
hall, the first assembly of the States 
was held: The second took place 
there also, In 1456, the 25th anni- 
versury of the founding of the Order 
of the Golden Fleece was held there. 
In 1566° The Hague took an active 
Part in the religious revolution, and 
two of its leaders, Adrian Monick 
and Dick Joosten, with the consent 
of the magistrates, entered the 
Church of St. James and destroyed 
all the statues, the church, after the 
raising of the si¢ge of Leyden, pass- 
ing into the handa of the Reformers. i

Up to the 
time when Louix Bonaparte ax King | 
of Holland the jealouxy of the other 
Dutch towns- had deprived ‘The 
Hague of any representation in the 
StateeGeneral, and so it continued 
ta be the Jargest village of Earopo 
until Louis Bonaparte finally granted 
it all the privileges of a city. 

In 1880 the royal residents anly 
numbered 56,000 souls, In 1899 it 
had 206,023 inhabitants, and ts | 
steadily increasing in extent, atretch- 
ing out into fine suburbs with 
broat avenucs and imposing — resi- 
dences. 

In the midst of the woods to the 
northeast, and a mile and a half 
from the centre of the city, Is the 
Huis Ten Bosch House of tho woods, 
an unassuming but very picturesque 
place, belonging to the Queen, — ap- 
proached through the heavily-wooded 
Benoorgenhoutsche Weg. ond nestling 
in the’midst of the woods. it is a 
house with a history—built in mem- 
ory of Frederick Henry, Prince of 
Orange, by his widow, Amalla van 
Solma. The Prince wan the 
houder from 1625 to 1645. under 
whose presidency the unity of the 
Itch republic tyeame consolidated 
and prosperity of the States reachéd 
ita climax. 

The famous “orange room," where 
the sittings of the International 
Peace Conference were held, in situa 
ted under the cupola, by which it is 
lighted. The walls and ceilings are 
ablaze of color and form a 
of huge paintings, which took 
pupils of the great Poter Paul 
bens nine years to exccute. ‘They 
depict the life of Frederick Henry, 
the principal wall being covered with 
allegorical work, by Jordacns,  re- 
presenting the triumph of youth over 
vice, xickness and all the enemies of 
early years, as well as tho Prince's 
triumph over the Spaniards, 

One of the groups represents peace, 
while In tho centre of the lofty cu- 
pola ix a finely executed painting of 
the Prince's widow. “The Prince's 
father, William the Silent, is here 
represented by a grim skeleton 
standing behind his son and guiding 
him to victory. 

Ever since ['rincess Amalia van 
Solina built it, the Huis ten Bosch 
has been used by the different stad- 
houders and kings of Holland as a 
summer resort, and one chamber, 
known as the Japanese room—luxu- 
rious in the richness of its white 
embroidered silk hangings and lac- 
quer work and vases—is fitted  en-

Writing from St. John’s, Nfid., to 
The Chicago Record-Herald, P. T. 
McGrath says: One of the most ‘ex- 
traordinary engineering projects yet 
proposed to the scientific world is 
that for closing the Belle Isle Strait, 
between Newfoundland and Labrador, 
by building a breakwater across it 
at the narrowest part, where the 
channel in but ten miles wide”. and 
180 feet deep.; The benefits to be 
derived from auch a scheme are that 
the shores of Quebee, Anticosti, Cape 
Dreton, Nova Scotia and Prince Ed- 
ward Island would become veritable 
gurdeos, in which semf-tropical fruits 
and vegetables would flourish, and 
that the portion of Labrador west 
of the causeway would have a cli- 
mate as salubrious as that of France, 
being in about the snme latitude. 
‘The theory underlying this. remark- 
qble proposition has the weight of 
Practical experience largely on its 
aide. 

The argument is that Belle Isle 
Strait is the channel or . doorway 
from the north, by which icebergs, 
floes and the frigid waters from 
Greenland and the Arctic Ocean find 
their way into the Gulf of St. Law- 
renee, chilling its area, causing fogs, 
cold, damp an@ late springs; and 
generally imparting to the region 
a semi-Arctic aspect.

If this channel were closed, It is 


maintained by the promoters of the 
new scheme, little fee would be form- 
ed in the Gulf during the winter, for 
then the frozen plains and chilly wat- 
ers from the North would be forced 
out into the Atlantic Ocean and 
along the east coast of Newfound 
land. The Gulf of St. Lawrence has 
nn urea larger than the State of Il- 
linols, and such a body of ico pours 
into it that it forms huge crystal 
prairies, thirty feet thick; and with 
a superficial areca of many miles, 
driven this way and that by the 
changing winds. 

The lowering of temperature caused 
by this immense body of ice most 
certainly helps to create the present 
tempestuous conditions Incident to 
winter in the St. Lawrenco region, 
and there ix little doubt that, if the 
flow of this frigid current. with its 
load of ice maxses, should be diverted 
iu some other direction a very mark- 
ed betterment in the climatic condi- 
ons would ensue. Indeed, it is 
ty no means improbable that the 
outcome would be that the damming 
of the strait would so alter tho me- 
teorological outlook that the Culf 
aud Hiver- St. Lawrence might be 
made navigable all ‘winter, certainly 
as far as Quebcc, and, possibly, in- 
lant to Montreal. 

T’racticaliy all the 'ce which now 
forms in the upper part of the river 
is “harbor’ ice, which takes shape 
creeks, bayoux and 
havens on both sides, the lowering of 
the temperature over the whole re 
gion conyequent upon the inrush from 
the Arctics “causing this congealing 
of the surface. If the navigation of 
the St. Lawrence for the whole year 
could be assured by this experiment 
it would be money well rpent for 
Canada to take hold of it 

Ihut the objection to the idea at 
the present moment is that there are 
no lines along which could be indi- 
cated what the likely — climatic 
changes would be. Granted that the 
effect of such a structure would te to 
raise by many degrees tho tempera- 
ture of the region, it by no incans 
follows that it would accomplish all 
that ix claimed for it. ‘The Gulf 
Stream, for instance, makes its way 
north to oyr ¥ery doorx, and the fee 
floes drift south and meet it there, 
but though the warmer current con- 
*. it doex not give ux the bene 
a perennial spring. for we are 
annually treated to asx convincing 
nees of the undiminished power 
of the Ico King as even the most 
skeptical could or should require. 

However, the project is worthy of 
the most serious consideration of 
Canadian statesmen and legislators. 
it ix estimated that the work would 
cost $30,000,000, This is a formid- 
able sum; but, in view of the  de- 
‘mands just now that Canada spend 
$5,000,000 in Improving the © St.

COCAINE IN SURGERY. | 


The anzsthctle properties of co 
calne when used a8 a bypodermic in- 
jection have been known for many 
years, but until recenly only minor 
surgical operations on the external 
parts of the body have been performed 
witli Its ald, and cocalne bas been 
classed as merely 2 local anzsthetic, 
Its future bas, bowerer, sudden)y Deen 
opened along new and startling lines, 
says a writer In Popular Science 
Monthly, by the discovery that when ; 
It Is injected into the spinal cord it 
cruses a tots! loss of senxation below 
the point’of puncture, so that the most 
elaborate and dificult operations may 
be carried on while the patient chata | 


pleasantly with the surgeon and his | 


attendants. 

Thia discovery, like so many otbers 
im medical sclence, has been reached 
only by succesalve stages of expcr!- 
ments made by men of various nation: 
allties until Hoally culminating io prac- 
tical results, These experiments bare 
been reported in nedical journals frow 
time to time In the last Ofteen years, 
but the discovery needed a dramatic 
setting to bring It effectively before the 
medical fraternity, and this it obtalucd 
at the medical congress beld in copnee: 
tlon with the Paris exposition. At the 
clinics of M. TuMler on the occasion, 
with all nations for eyewltnesses, one 
operation after another was performed 
on patients who were perfectly con- 
scious and yet were absolutely Insens!- 
ble to pain below the nipple Ine. Ils 
feats were the talk of the congress. 
Many of the most famous surgeons of 
the world were present and saw bow 
comparatirely simple it was, after Grst 
rendering the polnt of puncture {nsen- 
sible with a little cocaine, to cause she 
‘patient to lean forward, as if scorch- 


Ing on a dicycle, thus straining the ver [ 


tebrme slightly apart, when it was easy 
te Insert the bypodermic needle until 
the appearance of a few drops of the 
spinal fuld showed that the cord had 
been tapped and then fo attach the 
syringe and inject the cocaine solution. 

In some of these operations the pa- 
tients teft operating table with al- 
Most no unpleasant sensations, yet io 
Yhe majority there were dizziness, nau- 
sea and frightful beadache, which in 
some cases lasted as long as eight days 
in spite of every effort to bring relief. 
These disagreeable after effects, for 
which as yet'po remedy haa beeo 
found, together with the fact that con- 
sclousness In the patient, even though 
no pain is felt, 1s undesirable both for 
himself and the operator in such cases 
as the removal! of a limb, must prevent 
this pew ansestbetic from rivaling suc 
ceasfully chloroform and ether, except 
In those not infrequent cases when the 
use of these latter would be dangerous 
on account of a wenk beart, tendencies 
to asthms or other complications. But, 
though cocaine cannot at present take 
the place of other anmsthetics, it has 
given a hint of what may be developed, 
and doubtless experiments with It will 
be continued. The ideal, absolutely sale 
and universally applicable gencral an- 
sesthetic is not yet discovered, but un- 
questionably a new way bes beeo 
pointed out, and within a few years 
the results of scientific experiments 
may justify the hope that has sprung 
up with this method of cocalnizing the 
spinal cord.

Metal Poesia Replace the Stenes That 
Marked the Boundary Setween 
Maryland, Delaware and Penusyi- 
vanin=Romanee of Fameons Line, 


The rapid progress that has been made 
fn the resurvey of the famous Mason and 
Dixon’a line brings Into prominence once 
more that historic boundary which at the 
time of the civil war was supposed to sep- 
arate slavery and freedom. The average 
American knows this Ile in a vague and 
general way as a result of its historical 
significance, but there are few who can 
tell bow, when or why it came into being. 

The answers to these questions hare 
nothing whatever to do with the romance 
of civil war days. In fact Mason and 
Dixon's Une dates from the Seaton 
century and even, Indirectly, from 
the seventeenth. 

In 1681 William Penn obtained from 
Charles IL, « charter giving bim a tract 
of land in America. When he and his 
fellow coloaists came over to take posses- 
sion, they found that the grant estab- 
Ushed them among impenetrable forests 
and gave them no coast line whatever. 

Penn at once besieged royalty for a 
fresh grant, and not without success, for 
be was given more land at the expense 
of Cecil Calvert, Lord Baltimore, Nato- 
rally Calvert was bighly incensed at 
this and immediately started to dispute 
Penn's rights, Negotiations for the de- 
termination of the boundary between the 
lands of Penn and Lord Baltimore were 
protracted and bitter, the partisans of 
each at times coming almost to open war, 

The struggle lasted until 1732, when 
the heirs of the original disputants en- 
tered into an agreement for the final ad- 
Judication of the boundary, Work was 
commenced at once, but complications 
arose, and it was not until 1700 that 
things were given definite shape by the 
appointment of a commission to survey 
the boundary. This commission did its 
work In a very dilatory way, and the 
heads of the two colonies became impa- 
Ment at the slow progress made, Hoth 
Penn and Calvert were in Loadon at the 
time, and they engaged Charles Mason 
and James Dizon, the two men whose 
namea have become so famous In connec 
tion with this line, to complete the work 
of the commission. 

While’ 3fason and Dixos are deacribed 
as mathematicians and surveyors, or 
merely as surreyors, they were men of 
learning and much scientific attainment. 
Both were elected membera of the Amer 
Kean jeal society. 

‘The two surveyors did thelr work on 
the llne wits the utmost care, They cuts 
“vista” eight feet wide through the for 
ests and set up am stone at the end of each 
mile, Every fifth stone was larger than 
the others and had on the south side the

The intermediate stooes 
had the letter M on the south and the 
Jetter P on the north face, 

The stones, oolitic limestone, came from 
England, and thelr capacity to realst the 
action of the weather ls rema:kable, One 
of the fifth milestones is pow on a farm 
in Pennsylvania, and.the coats of anns 
of the original proprietora are still trace 
able, though they have been exposed to 
the elements for over a century. Stones 
were set up by the two surveyors as far 
west as Sideling bill, about 132 miles 
from the northeast corner of Maryland. 
It was virtually Impossible to transport 
them farther, and the continuation of the 
Une was marked by piles of stone extend: 
fog as far ax the summit of the Alle 
ghanles, beyond which the line was mark- 
ed by posts surrounded by stones. 

Aa time went on, thanks to careleat- 
ness and vandalism, many of the stones 
were remored from their original posi- 
tion, until at length doubt prevailed as 
to the exact location of the lice In many 
plates. In 1849 a desire was cxpreased 
for a reaurvey, and commissioners were 
appolated by each of the states Inter- 
ested, The surveyors found thy work of 
Mason and Dizon very relizble In the 
main, although the resurrey resulted in 
Maryland making a slight gain fo terri- 
tory. 

The line was remarked by stones, but 
rele hunters made short work of these 
after theciri! war bad made Mason 
asd Dixon's line famous, New atones 
Were set in place surrouned by heary 
wire nettings, but even these did not 
Drove invulnerable to curio hunters. [t 
‘was to give the line permanent markincs 
and to settle an interstate controversy 
that the present surrey ,was codertaken. 
Lorers of relics will now have to wield 
their chisela on metal posts Instead of 
stone ones, for the old order of things 
has paseed away, 

The point in controversy between 
Maryland, Delaware and Penasylivania 
concerns the true beginning cf the east 
end of the famous boundary—l, e. the 
length of the “tangent line” which fur 
nisbed the polat of departure for Mason 
and Dixon. So much laterest was awak- 
ened in the matter that Ia 1890 the Penn- 
sylvania legislature appropriated $7,000 
to reexteblish the boundary, and a frar 
later the Maryland legislature folldaed 
sult with $5,000. The work of renfark- 
ing the Hue ts now almost completed

MESSES THAT ARE SERVED ON SOARD 
A “MEAN SHIP.” 


Queer Names the Sailors Give to 
Unpalatable Food —Doz Chowder, 
By the Wind Soup, Topgallant Tea 
and Cow Jipper, 


Some ships are known as “mean 
ships’ by sailors op account of the 
food that is serred to the forecastle. 
They are chiefly deep water salling 
ships and tramp steamers, Of course 
what a sailor shall bare to eat is pro- 
twided for by law, but the law some- 
tiwes gets badly mixed up on blue wa- 
ter, The strange dishes served to sall- 
ors on “mean sbips” are no stranger 
than the names the sailors give them. 
One of the commonest of “mean ship” 
disbes is “by the wind soup.” This 
delicacy Is composed of well polished 
mutton bones, stale meat trimmings, a 
handful of potato parings and scraps 
from the captain's table. Tbe mixture 
is Dolled vigorously for two bours, at 
the end of which time the result ts hot 
water of a light brown color with Soat- 
ing islands of grease on Its surface. A 
Uttle bardtack Is added, and there you 
have your “by the wind soup.” 

When a “mean ship” gets well out to 
sea, one of the Orst dishes to appear Is 
“dog chowder." It ls a sort of resur 
tection pudding, made of scraps that 
the cook does not dare to serve up as 
they are, but which be shreds finely or 
pounds Io a mortar until all semblance 
of their origical state ts lost. The mass 
1s well mixed with grease and served 
hot. 

Grease plays an Important part In all 
the “mean ship” dishes. Another stand- 
ard {tem on the bill of fare of these 
ships is “topgallant tea.” It is served 
to the men In the dog watches, and the 
recipe for making it is this: Three 
times @ week weak tea, made from 
fresh tea leaves, is served. The Icaves 
are saved and mized with the. 
leaves from the captain's table, - 2 
sugar or molasses Is added, and from 
the mixture Is made a decoction which 
fs served four dsys In the week and 
which the sallors coll “topgallant tea.” 

“Cow jipper” is a common dish on 
all “mean ships." [t ts made by boll- 
ing beef bones for six or seven hours 
witb all the scraps left over from for- 
mer meals. The broth so obtained fs 
well scasoned with salt and served out. 
Another dish is “Jumping jenny,” some- 
times called “double it ple.” from 
the fact that the sallor has to take {a 
a couple of holes fa bis belt after eat- 
ing it In order to stay him until the 
next meal. It ts the result of a week's 
learings from the cabin table mixed 
with alx or eight sbip’s biscults and 
half an onion, [It is not at all a nice 
dish, and a sailor with epicurean tastes 
always makea a row when the cook 
serves It. 

On some of the “western ocean” 
tramps a dish Is served known to the 
sailors as “bide stew,” and the tough- 
est old salt that ever was drunk on 
shore or motinous at sea is subdued by 
It to a state of lambliike docllity, for it 
1s sure to double him up with Indiges- 
tion and make him thtok of the here- 
after. It is made from a collection of 
the skins of ererything—pigs, pota- 
toes, fowl] (from the captain's table), 
bacon rind and weil picked chicken 
legs, This ts dolled for six boura and 
plenty of thick grease added. 

The captain of a “mean sbip™ al- 
‘ways says, of course. Gat bis men are 
well fed and that they only growl and 
grumble because they are a bad, ut- 
grateful lot of abandoned wretches. 
In proof of It be will tell you that he 
gives them plum duff twice a week. 
‘The duff be gives them Ls known to the 
sallors as “bowline duff.” It is made 
from the scrapings of pudding cloths 
that once held the puddings consumed 
ln port—when the captain gave his men 
real duff, so that they might not know 
that they had shipped. on a “mean 
ship” and make a “plerbead jump” for 
Uberty. These scrapings are made 
bulky with biscuit paste and flavored 
with cloves. “Bowline duff” Is the 
least unpopular of all the dishes on the 
Lill of fare of the “mean ship,” and its 
actual cost is 2 cents for every three 
men.

STORMS ORTH AND WEST 


Damage by Wind at Vancouver, 
6.C., Estimated at $450,000. 








That City ‘as Completely Iselated by 
Beasen ef the Wires Belag Dews for 
Twelve Meurs—-Damage te Telegraph 
Compenics Will He 630,000—The Can- 
meries Will Less $300,000-Immense 
Damage Dees at Uther Pelsts. 


Vancouver, B.C,, Dec. 23.— The 
Most severe storm which has taken 
place in Vancouver for years, did a 
Great deal of danmge Thursday 
night. All wires were down © for 
twelve hours, Vancouver being com- 
pletely isolated. , 

The damage by wind is roughly 
estimated’ at about $450,000, while 
damage to wires will agKregate an- 
other . $50,000. Wire connection 
with Victoria wilt be cut off for sev- 
“eral days, as the steamship Aorungi, 
which anchored in English Day, ran 
foul of the cable, and to save her- 
self from being driven ashore, cut 
the cable In two after Pulling down 
the cable house. The sea-cnd hax 
been lost. 

Near Fort Moody a tree was blown 
across the track, and a work train 
was dumped into the ditch. Con- 
ductor Hatch, John Itussell, car 
carpenter, and Drakeman James Mc- 
Donald received more or Icas severe 
injuries, x 

The big waves at-English Day have 
been driving In wreekage all day. 
Among them a large sumber of 
salmon Casea, so lately in the water 
that in many cases the boxer ‘are 
not “soaked through. The boxcs are 
from the Icy Pass Canning Com- 
pany, Alaska, and from tae Kanakan 
Cannery, Alaska. The damaro is 
half a million, 

The steamer that is evidently in 
trouble can only be surmisxe!, ‘The 
English Bay Cannery was also 
wrecked by the storm, and hundreds 
of cases of the sglmon are strewn 
on the shore. 

Streck aalt Leake, Utah, Hard. 

Salt Lake, Utah, Dec. 28. — The 
storm, which has been raging 
throughout the northern inter-moun- 
tain country, struck Salt Lake 
‘Thursday night with a suddenncss 
and fury that were startling. From a 
dead calm the wind Increased with 
remarkable rapidity, and attained a 
velocity -of—fully 50 milea an hour, 
bringing. with it a blinding snox- 
storm. Serious damage has been re- 
ported. 

Hight Houses Washed Away. 

Seattle, Wash.. Dec. 28.— Thure 
day night’s storm did much damage 
and endangered many lives’ in this 
city. Along the north end of the 
water front the breakers washed 
away cight houses. Floating drilt- 
wood battered these to matchwood. 
‘The occupants bareiy escaped. Wires 
are down all over the city. ‘The 
highest velocity of the wind was 35 
miles an hour.

From the days of Queen Anne lotteries 
had contributed largely toward the rer 
enue, during the latter years bringing la 
from $1,230,000 to $1,000,000 prr annum. 
The first public lottery beld in Engiand 
took place on Jan. Ll, 150U. It was 
drawn at the west door of St Paul's 
cathedral and continued locessantly, 
drawing day and nolght, tll May 6 follow 
ing.
